^■^ Another item of construction by the 
Palatines is the house of Gotlieb 
Martin at Red Hook in a locality 
settled by the Palatine, in which 
there are many examples of the typ- 
ical stonehouse. 
The rafters were "rised" on the 
stone walls on July 4, 1776.  The 
household has never been out of the 
family. 
The house has gable roof, inside 
chimneys-1812 porch. Modern frame 
addition.
